SOCIALISM MADE PLAIN 


WHY THE FE^ ARE RICH AND THE MANY POOR. 


oa tlic fiirmcr’s glormud “prosperitj-’^ 
Aar nbtervinjr liidj^dual should be able 
fair estimate aa to sdiich o( the conflictinj! 
'ly to-hc aesr the truth. lint this fact may 
be of asiiatanee to those who are unable to make up their minds 
from their own oscrrationa aa to the farmer’* prosperity Jr 
poverty: The eensus figure* were not prepaml with the es- 
pcetation that they woiiltl 1)0 generally read and a* a matter of 
fact, they are NOT generally read. Only dn insignificant few 
over dilve in tlie eleven pouderous cenau* volumea, and hours of 
study ere nccas-sary -to find the few important .figures that arc 
huried in the nta*sds of'unimportant statistics. On the other 
hand, tliC politician* whi^ prepare the “prosperity” statistic* 
olwav* desire that'-thev .shall have the widWt publicity and, aa 


a sum ctjuivalent only to depreeiatiop, or sold to the govern¬ 
ment, if a inajerity of the people should ao decide, for a sum 
representing the cost of duplicating it in its existing condition. 

The land could he workpvl in either of two ways. All that 
Soeialism now says of the land quration, so far as it pertains 
to the land the farmer tills, is that any individual should have 
the right to till as much land a* he might nce<l to make .a coin- 
fartahh* living witho'ut asking anyone’s tonsent or paying any- 
bodv for the privilege of iLsing land that was made by Gml, for 
all his ehiblren, rather thlTTby God for a few real-estate specu¬ 
lator* and land-sharks. 

If the majority of the farmers should so declare, each could 
till his own farm, just as he does now, and keep it until his 
deatli, witli ihe right given to ids v,lie and children to keep it 
so long as they might care to use it. If this plan were adopted, 
anyone would have the right, under Socialism, to apply for u 
gcueroMs tract of laud not in use, and Iks given as absolute 
possoss'nn of it so long a* he might care to till it, as he would 
have if he aidiiallv owned it. Not even the government could 
force him oll'the laud against his will so long ns he wished to 
use it, except by condemnation pr.iceed ings for public purpo.ses, 
as is now done when some putdic improvement makes it ad¬ 
visable to disturb the right.* of an individual. 

On the other hand, if a majority of the fanners should 
say that they wished to farm their lands in eonimon, instead of 
each luiving a farm by lii.uself. tliey isudd do that wa^*. .\ 
Director of Agricnltun"'. for a stale or s<ime s|)eeifie(l tract of 
land, noting under the Secretary of Agriculture in \Vn.«l)ington.

Generally speakiug, almost two out of every three farmers 
have the privilege of owning their land, though this is a privi¬ 
lege that i« rapidly being taken from them, as is shown by the 
census figures for the last 60 years. And the movement to¬ 
ward farm 'tenantry is gaining such headway that under exist¬ 
ing condition*, not many more generation* of farmer* will be 
required to. pay any taxes on land. Thus another of the farmer’.* 
burdens will bo unloaded upon the *houlderx_of the struggling 
landlord. 

TTte farmer and hi* wife also have the privilege of working 
for less wage* than thej- pay their hiwd man, a* is shown by 
these census figures for 1900: — 

The total value of all farm product* raised in 1899 was 
$1,717,069,973. 

The number of farms was 5,7.17,372, each averaging I-IO-O 
*CTet- . 

Diriding the value of the farm product* by the number of 
farm*, we find thgt the average annual income of each farmer 
was ibont $770. 

A hired man «ii months of the year with wages at $25 a 
month and imard estimated at $8 a month umounts to $198 and 
reduce* tiie farmer’s cash in hand to $.’>72. 

All farm property being valued at $20,439,901,104 and the 
number-of farms being 6,7.37,372, it follows that the average 
value of a farm from which $770 is annually produced is 
$3,562. 

The annual intere*t on $3,563 at 6 per cent is $213.72, 
which subtracted from the $.370 that tho farmer has left after 
paying the hired man, leaves $356.28. 

The farmer’s wife contributing as much a* her husband 
to tho value of the wealth produced on the farm—and there is 
no doubt that she doc*—their joint net product, $3.36.28, must 
bo divided by 2, and the quotient, $178,14, divided by 156. tlie 
number of days in six months, to ascertain the daily wage of 
the farmer and 6l the fanner’s ^ifc. 

, Which shows that the annual income of the average fqrmet 
and his wife is equivalent to a daily wage of $1.11 each. 

Tho biriri man’s ineome for six months, including board, 
is equivalent to a ^ily wage of $1.28. 

And the farmer and liis wife, instead of working only six 
months for what they gel, as their hired man does, have to work 
the whole year, ' 

Divide the net annual incemo of the average farmer and 
his wife^-$3.36.28—by 313, the number of working days in 
a year, and tho daily wage of the farmer and his wife amounts 
only to 5.3 cent* each. .\n<l, if course, that is the way it sliould 
be figured, because the farmer and his wife have to work all the 
year for what they got. 

.And again, let the fact lie empliasized that these figures 
were not made by Socialists. They were compiled by tho United 
States government and may Iw found on pages 217—219 of the 
“Ahslraet of the Twelfth Cen.«na” a.s well as in Volume 5, pages 
122, 694, 696, 69R and 700 of the regular reports, references 
to which arc noted in the “Alistraot.” 

Of course, these figures do not Mend veiy nicely with the 
‘‘prosperity’’ statiatic.* that the politici.ans prepare when they 
want Ihe farmers’ votei. 

But they DO fit in very nicely with the conditiions th.it 
exist on the farms, where the fanners .and their wives work, 
year in, year nut, to eke out a very plain sort of existenre. 
They also itally quite accurately with the figures that the census 
bureau gives out with rcigard to the rapidity with wliieli the 
farmers are losing the oxvnership-of their farms. Yet tho gov¬ 
ernment's figures on firm tcuinii-j- and farm ineome.s and the

Plutocratic Grover’s Attack on AItgeld and Debs. 


Cbe ittlivaRltcf nidtrami. 

Milwaukee Daily News; “Whom 
the gods would deetroy they first 
make mad”—and that is the system 
used by the Social-Democrats on the 
balance of the council yesterday af- 
temoon.^ It took the nino cham¬ 
pions for new ways in the world 
about one hour to get the majority 
mad, but they finally suceeded quite 
thoroughly. 

The plans of the Socialists were 
well laid and quite artistically exe¬ 
cuted for amateurs at the game of 
municipal statemanship. The final 
ecore snows that the battle unques¬ 
tionably was won by the minority. 

The first burst of anger camo 
from a Democrat, Aid. Fred. C. 
Bqgk of the Fifteenth ward, who, 
without objecting to the nppoeition 
.tactics of the SocialisU as long as 
he thought he should, moved that 
tlie council adjourn until 4 o’clock 
this afternoon. Tlie motion was 
lost. 

Then .Aid. Fitzgerald made a 
speech in which he said the work of 
the Socialists was turning the coun¬ 
cil meeting into a farce, that they 
were simply delaying matters. 

Aid. Corcoran ruled that the So¬ 
cialists were working within their 
rights under the rules. 

The clashes came over the grant¬ 
ing of special privileges for side¬ 
tracks and bay windows. Aldermen 
Stiglbauer and Smith said the claim 
is made that the council cannot le¬ 
gally grant such privileges because 
each and every one of them deeds 
away highway rights which the 


Mr. Cleveland’i lecture on the 
Debs strike is heartily welcome. If 
it RTves no other purpose it will 
set thousands of college yonth to 
investigating the facta of the con¬ 
troversy between Cleveland-and AIt¬ 
geld relative to the former’s un- 
calUd for, unnscessory and aiiit- 
rury use of Federak-troops. The 
result of this investigation will not 
redound to the glory of Mr. Cleve¬ 
land’s statesmanship nor tend to 
establish confidence in his candor 
or veracity; but it will redound to 
the great credit of John P. AItgeld, 
as a democrat, as a believer in 
orderly las- and order, as a faithful 
executive, and as a courageous 
statesman. Others besides college 
students will also make this investi¬ 
gation. Men afliicted with grover- 
clcvelaaditu will not do it, of 

council cannot bestow. Such is the 
claim of the alleged boodlcrs arrest¬ 
ed for accepting bribes in connec¬ 
tion with these deals. 

The Socialists caught at the sug¬ 
gestion and clung to it until they 
drove the Democrats and Republi¬ 
cans into a hole from which they 
will some day be forced to emerge 
ingloriously. The finish came about 
this way. Aid. Seidel, Socialist, 
urged that the recipients of special 
privileges should make some return 
to the city for them; that the argu¬ 
ment has been made that the city is 
s busines.s corporation and that if 
such is the case, it should do busi¬ 
ness as a business corporation docs 
hnsineas. 

Aid. Smith, Stiglbauer and Cor¬ 
coran responded to the effect that 
the city cannot collect a rental for 
an illegal privilege. 

Aid. Welch, Socialist, then moved 
that one of the proposed special 
privilego ordinances bo referred to 
the city attorney for an opinion as 
to its legality. 

The council waa just "hot” 
enough at this time to turn down 
anything that came from the Social¬ 
ists and the motion was slaughtered 
by a straight lineup betwuen the 
Socialists and the Democrats and 
Republicans with the exception of 
Aid. Smith, who voted with the 
former. 

That the Socialists were overjoy¬ 
ed at the vote is not to be wondered 
at, for it is believed that until yes¬ 
terday the council has not in many 
years refused to secure an opinion 
from the law department on a pro¬ 
position, the Icgmity of which was 
doubted. 

The Socialists now stand befo-e 


course ; their investigation will be¬ 
gin and end with a reading of Mr. 

But all od- 
mirera of Cleveland are not afilieted 
with groverclevelanditis, and these 
will at least look into the matter 
impartially, including Altgeld’a tele- 
gramx, and the evidence upon which 
they were based and which Cleve¬ 
land ignores with a sneer.

A 
plain partnership for plnlocr.ltta 
misrule, and offimal disorder, be¬ 
tween the oombined railroads center¬ 
ing at Chicago and the Cleveland 
adminiftratian, is revealed by the 
docomentaiy history of Giat rail-, 
rood strike and of Cleveloul’B par- 
tknpation therein. Persons wishing 
to compare Mr. Cleveland's side of 
this st^ wi& Oov.

’The national nominating conven¬ 
tion of the Socialists of America, 
which closed its sessions in Chicagn 
lost Friday, would hare been practi¬ 
cally perfect but' for two things. 
Yhm of these was tlie unfortunate selection of a hall. Brand’s Hall, on 
’North Clark street, is larm and roomy and the location is not bad, but 
Its accousties are exeOrable—they conld not well be worse, and this fact 
contributed greatly toward producing confn.sion and, at times, actual 
tnmult It was almost impossible to bear what the speakers were say¬ 
ing, and often when one delegate had the floor, his words were drown^ 
by others calling out lor the .floor, in blissfal ignorance than anyone 
ilready had it. 

’The other factor making for confusion was the altogetiier well 
meant work of the Appeal to Reason, of Qirard, Kansas, in publishing 
a daily edition at the convention containing a stenographic report of 
most of the speeches. The effect of this was soon seen in the scramble 
of the ambitions among the newer Socialists in attendance to get the ! 
floor on the slightest pretext, in order to get themselves into the pro- ; 
eeedings and lienee into the Appeal’s report. The favorite method seem¬ 
ed to be to rise to points of order,'tactics that became so much an abuse 
that the chairman on the fourth day liad to rebuke those guilty of it, 
and to charge them with making arguments under the guise of points 
of order. 

As a result of these two things that we have pointed out, the con- 
Tention was almost constantly in uproar and the sessions were dragged | 
out and time wasted, so that a convention that could liave cosily finished 
op its business in four days at the' most, kept the delegates in attend- 
4nce for full six days and that, too, under heavy personal expense. . 

But it must not be supposed tliat because the rights of discussion in 
the convention were abnsed that the discussions were unprofitable and 
not a credit to Socialism. Far from it The convention brought together 
a remarkably fine body of intellectual men and women, averaging high 
above the usual conventions of a national character. Every delegate was 
a student of society, and it was to be noted that the Utopian “skyentific” 
phrase-monger was, happily, not in evidence. The debates were ail keen 
and creditable—only there was an over-plus of a good thing. The con- 
rention was called for business, not for personal display. 

’The outcome of the convention was in every way aatisfactory. ’The 
nomination of Eugene V. Debs of Indiana for president and Benjamin 
Hanford of New York for vice president, aimply gives the Socialists of 
the United States an ideal workingman's ticket for the great presi¬ 
dential race of 1904. It displeased no one; in fact, the outcome of the 
balloting was clearly indicated before tlic convention had been in session 
a day. The platform presents the aims and demands of the Socialist 
movement fearlessly and completely. The trade union resolutions, in 
spite of the debate they provoked, will be found to have been wisely 
drafted. And beat of all the convention brought together various ao- 
caUed faetkma and showed them that their differences of standpoint 
■were more fancied than real, and they thus came to better understand ■ 
each other and to appreciate each other. About the only ones to cut a' 
■orry figure in the convention were the Chicago impossibilists, and they 
constantly dwindled in stature as the convention proceeded, so that at 
the close they were generally looked upon with-pity. 

It is not very likely that the Socialists of the United States will 
come toget'jer in a national convention for a year or so to come, but the 
experience of the gathering jnst past should not be forgotten or passed 
over withont some measures being devised whereby the next national 
gathering will escape being a“talk-fest.” .lust vvhat measures tlicse 
should be we are not prepared to eay, but doubtless they can be deter¬ 
mined npon if our lexers will give the subject the proper attention. It 
vas actually said in Chicago, alter the convention was over, that a large 
number of delentes went home from the meeting with feelings of bitter 
v^iaappointment necanae they had come prepared to “represent” their 
*iron8tituents with previonsly-plaimevl speeches on various subjects, and 
iiad not been able to deliver half of them! In the German reichstag the 
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in^ alter oratorical effects, no parade of his wonderful gift of platform 
ability, it' was just loveable Ben. Hanford balking to others of his cIass 
and consecrating himself anew to service in the cause so near hia heart. 
No wonder the hall fairly rocked with applanae when he had concluded, 
for it was applause that was genuine and spontaneous and irresistablc. 

The New York delegation was a btineb of thoroughbreds, if we may 
be permitted the expression. There was Dr. Herron and Morris Hillquit; 
and Sieverman, who not only carried off tho chairmanship honors of the 
convention, but contributed one of the very beat speeches in the trasla 
union debite; there was Editor Spargo of The Comrade, who pos¬ 
sesses a style of spe^'n^ that is very effective in a convention, especially, 
aa in his case, when it includes clear Socialist thought and sincoretv; 
there wa.u Editor I>ee of the New Y'ork Worker, who deservedly made 
many friends; and then Ben. Hanford, Jonas, Slobodin, Wegener, and 
• the rest of them. They took good Socialist ground on the propositions 
that came up, as, indeed, they. ought to, being seasoned men in the 
movement. 

The treatment the Chicago convention received from the capitalist 
press, and the associated press as well, showed how the capitalistic 
spleen sometimes gets the upper hand of the greedy and sagacious 
business sense. Socialism is now too much diffus^ in the counby, j(ot to 
make the deliberations of a national political convention of the working 
class a matter of pneral interest, especially to ■the working class, who 
are, after all, the bulk of the newspaper subscribers in every city where 
great dailies are located. Had a populist convention betm held in 
Chicago, the dailies would have given up a good part of their front 
pages to reports and gossip about the gathering. It would do this because 
the populists have come to be regarded by the capitalists as a trading, 
'fusing party. It has no such hope for the Socialists and not ex¬ 
pecting to use thcip, it plana to ignore them as far as possible. The 
Chicago Chronicle, the ul-tra capitalistic Democratic sheet, even went so 
far as to proclaim to the people ot Chicago that the convention ad¬ 
journed on Wednesday evening “to avoid ftitienffs!" 

There was no little surprise expressed when Kerrigan of Texas, 
who had attracted attention the past year by the oonectness of his 
thoughfnl attitude on variorns matters’in the party, voted against the 
trade union resolntions. 

Carey of Maaaachusetta .again scored as one of the b«t debatere and 
platform speakers. 

Editor Titus of the Seattle Socialiat was one of those who got a 
new and more correct view of some of the rest of tu. He was prettv 
•otmd on almost every point that came up, and therefore a disappoint¬ 
ment to the impossibilists.
